yiW FORCE OF EXAMPLE:' 



The card from "Four Crispins'" to 
which we gavo placo yesterday morning 
calls for more than mere passing com- 
ment. It involves a princii^le on 
•which to a great extent the future 
prosperity 'of 'the moohanics oad labor- 
iujr cla'sse^' of this Provinca depends, 

'■"and on that account is deserving of 
public consideration. The Four Uri.s- 
pins inform the editor of this paper, 
aod through hiiu the public, that tliey 

tiare white men and tirst-clasa boot and 

?' hoemakers, They came to this co'ni- 
ry anxious to mako an honest living 
by follov,-ing their avocation, and ap- 
^plied for work at all the boot and shou 
fa'ctoriea in tho city employing Chinese, 
labor. They had doubtless read of the 
• popular antiualiiy to tlio Mongol and 
fell assured that they would lind no 
difficulty in aupulauting him. But 
their surprise and disappointment 
must havo bee/i commensurately great 
.'"whbh the-prdpriotor.s of tho factories 
inquestion absolutely refused to give 
I'them work, notwithstanding they of- 
''feiied'' their services at tlie same .rate of 
wages as that paid Chinamen. Tho 
conclusion, therefiire, arrived at by the 
■"Four Crispiun" is tijat tho proprietors 
■^of the boot und shoe factories of \^io- 
toria prefer Chinoso to white laboi'. It 
is strange how tho links in a chain ot 
evidence leading up to a certain point 
sometimeii becouie connected almost by 
accident and it is remarkablo that the 
complaint of the "Four Cri.spins'' goes 
to pro^'G v.'hat wo have frcipioutly as- 
serted concerning the iusinccu'ity of 
Government siij.ipor^Lers in dealing wilh 
the Chinese questimi. It is wpll known 
that at least two members of the House 
are shareholders in one of the largest 
Chinese-employing boot and shoe fac- 
tories in tho eiiy, and it is no less a 
^.matter of fact that those members ai e 
supporters of tlie Government. In 
their public capacity as law makers 
Lhoy \ oted tor au unconstitutional 
"Chinoso" tax-biil which they knew 
would be inriperative; and in their ]>ri- 
vate Ciijiacity as buut and shoe makcr.-i 
""they declined the services of whiti; 
men and retained those of the ZMougol. 
Here, then, is cvidi'iicp of insincerity, 
and so long a.s sncii meuiberr, arc re- 
turned by the electors it will be use- 
less to expect the Government to legis 
late on the Chinese, question with wis- 
dom and -sincerity. It is not reasonable 
tosupposetheCtovernment will make any 
legitimate c9brt to restrict Chinese im- 
migration so long a.s their .support- 
ers are employers of Chineso labor. 
Not long since tho electors had the 
matter in their own hands. They had 
it in their power to elect representa- 
tives who would havo taken constitu- 
tional mean.s to deal with the Chinese 
question; they alco had it in their pow- 
er to elect those whoso inlerest.'r are 
identical with those of tho Chinaman 
and to -whoso advantage it is that Mon- 
golian labor should be encouraged 
rather than that of the white man. The 
ichoice was made. Fair promises car- 
ried tho day, but the events of the past 
few months have shown what they 
were worth, and the card from the 
"Four Crispins" is a link in the chain 
of evidence which proves conclusively 
that supporters of the Government are 
also supporters ot Chinamen to the,cjc- 
■ elusion of white men. The forca of 
example ia great, and that it has bad 
its inilueuce over the Government can- 
not be doubted. It would seem that 
the old adage, "Like masters like 
men," has once more been verified and 
that iu this instancB the privat.i inter- 
ests of Government supporters have 
been considered rather than the inter- 
ests of the community at large.

BRIBERY AT ELECTIOXS. 



The Attorney-Ceneral of England 
in his Parliamentary Elfictiona Bill 

.. proposes to rela."i the law which makes 
the report of an election judgn a tinal 
decision. lie would allow an appeal 
against that ])art of a judgo's report 
which finds a (.-andiilate guilty of per- 
sonal bribery— 'inhcry being defined 
as jjersonal when it is committed with 
tho knowledge and consent of the can- 

• didata. In England and Ireland the 
appeal is to be the Court of Appeal, 
and in Scotland to either division of 
Inn«!r House of the Court of Session. 
Another proposal of tlie Bill is that a 
petition relating to an Engli.ih election 
may be tried at Loudon or Westmin- 
ster, or at, auy other con/enicnt place, 
if tho Common Pleas Division, with 
the consent of all parties, so clircct.s. 
Scotch and Irish petitions may, ac- 
cording to the Bill, be similarly rrlc- 
gatcd to Edinburgh nr Dublin, or other 
convenient places. Tie Bill also directs 
the election judge to make an aclditinn- 
al inquiry in some cases. Where the 
petitioners mako a charge of corrupt 
practice the judge is to report to the 
Speaker whether any parties to the po 
tition have, by concealing matoial 
facts, or by attempting to conceal 
them, or by wilfully preventing their 
disclosure, or by withdrawing the pe- 
tition, or by abandoning the ojiposi- 
tion,or iu any other way, prevented him 
from ascertaining the particulars re 
quired by the Act of 1868. These 
particulars are, (irst, whether any cor- 
rupt practice has been committed with 
the knowledge and consent of any can- 
didate; secondly, tho nature of the cor- 

. rupt practice, and the persons guilty of 
I ;• it;- and, -thirdly, whether there ia rea- 

: .son to believe that, corrupt practices 
prevailed e.-^tensively at the election. 
' , Other provisions of "the Bill relate to 
amending the Corrupt Practice.s Acts 
with regard to the time ■\viLhin which 
prosocutions must be commenced, and 
to enacting tliut votes givei for a can- 
didate who i.s disqualitied for corrupt

DisconUni in Bqtish Columbia— Movement 
for Free^tfiS^rdbable— Marquis of Lome 
Memorialized — Looking to Secession and 
Independence — Tu Culminaie on May 
First — Pidiviinary to Annexation—Brit- 
ish Leijution Dumb on the Subject. 

Washinotox, March 26, 1870. 

Some interesting information has been 
received at tho state department in rela- 
tion to tho movement going on in British 
Columbia. It has been kno^^ni that for 
some time the people of Britiali Columbia 
wore restless, ami desirous of setting up 
for themselves. They are greatly dis- 
pleased with the Canadian Dominion and 
its recent action in regard to tho railway 
petition which was sent to the Governor- 
General at Ottawa, ro'-iting tho nocoasity 
for the completion of tho Canadian Pacific 
Railroad, a lino running from Canada 
through British po.ssession.s to tho Pacific. 

Tho Government party in British Col- 
umbia carried the late election upon thoso 
promises, but owing to tho alarming com- 
mercial aspect at home, tho Imperial Gov- 
orumont and Beacunsfiold have not 
thought it advisable to spend money when 
it would bo unprofitable, particularly as it 
would have to bo ritisod by a tax, wliieh 
tho people in the colonies aro jiist now 
unable to bear.

ghastly struggle. ^VliPii all was woU- 
nigh over, and it was roquisitu to "do 
or die," wo Keom to. sec l^ieut Smith 
Dorrien, swift of foot, and trusting to 
tho prowess that liad won him l.'^niver 
sity renown at many an athletic con- 
tost, dashing iieaillong ami desjiorate, 
through tho cruel ranks of the enemy, 
dntormined to seek a.ssistancc or ])orish 
in ilie attomjit. Close at htind is Capt. 
Stewart Smith, who has given up all 
for lost, whoso life is not worth an in- 
stant's purchase, but who will not dio 
bofon^ ho has spiked the gun ho can 
no longer defend, and who does not ro- 
coivii his mortal wound licl'ore lio has 
spoiled tbo Tneans of dealing-deaih to 
his comrades. No soldier ever fell 
more gloriously. But ho has missed 
the Victoria L'l'o.s.s ; and now comes the 
time when tho colors iiui.st bn saved. 
It is all but oeer. The battle is lost; 
but the Twenty-fourth Kogimcnt must 
be truo to its ilag. 

At the mess-room table, and round the 
fire in the barrack-room, ihey have told 
with pride the story of the old colours 
of the corps, which for ten years past 
have hung a trophy in St. jNIary's 
Church, Warwick, Every private sol- 
dier and young lieutenant in tho regi- 
ment has reail about the battle of 
Chillianwallah in 1849, and has been 
fired with enthusiasm at that record of 
the regimental flag which was carried 
off the field by four ollicera in succes- 
sion, all of whom died defending it, 
until at last tho stout flag-stalT was 
shot away and tho colours were left de- 
serted on the ground from which tbe 
regiment were compelled to retreat. 
Then came tho turn of Private Richard 
Perry, a "Warwick man," who, when 
he heard what had happened, rushed 
back in the face of the advancing 
Sikhs, and found poor young Penny- 
cuick in tho agony of death. From 
his faithful grasp be took tho colours, 
and then, returning triumphant with 
his prize— receiving a bullet through 
his hat, a second in his pouch, and a 
third riddling his haversack — he was 
hailed with a cheer by his anxious and 
expectant comrades. 

With this brave precedent as an ex- 
ample, it was not likely that the col- 
ours of the Twenty-fourth would drop 
without a struggle on the savage field 
of Isandula. 'The sacred charge was 
entrusted to Licuts. Melville and Cog- 
hill, and no Knights of old more faith- 
fully did their duty. At the last mo- 
ment, when the disaster was complete, 
horses were got out, and these heroic 
gentlemen started off with the treasur- 
ed flag. Cutting their way with des- 
perate energy, tlie colors folded around 
young ■Mclvillo's heart, they pierced the 
Zulu ranks. The feat was not accom- 
plished without serious efl'orts, and an 
officer, who had managed to escape, re- 
ports that ho saw Coghill slashing right 
and left, in spite of a severe wound. 
But the friends stuck to the saddle and 
reached the camp at Rorke's Drift to 
fitid it surrounded by the 1,000 Zulus 
who wore hold at bay by Lieut.s. 
Bromhead and Chard inside the en- 
campment. It would havo been mad- 
ness once more to charge the enemy, 
but although again attacked and fatally 
wounded, away they raced and gained 
the Buflalo Kiver. They bad strcngtli 
enough to swim their liorsfs across, 
but, once safe on .Englisli grouiul, and 
300 yards from the stream, the brave 
fellows fell down to die. Coghill, 
wounded to death, dropped from bis 
saddle, and his comrade .dismounted to 
assist him to closn his oycs. One mo- 
ment more and the heroic deed would 
have been accomplished; but the tyrant 
death would not have it so. Melville 
struggled to remount, but he fell back 
by the faithful side of his brother 
officer, and there they found him with 
the colors still wrappeil around his 
heart, crimson with his life blood. 
Who will not regret tliat no postluun- 
ous honor like the Victoria Cross can 
gild the memory of their noble fidelity i 
London Telegraph.
